Obama Awaits Health Care Vote

President nixes trip 
as Democrats rally 
around compromise 

Washington 

House Democrats unveiled the lat- 
est changes to compromise health- 
care legislation Thursday and over- 
came a key procedural hurdle after 
President Obama postponed a trip 
to Asia so that he could remain 
in Washington for a crucial vote 
expected Sunday. 

Congressional budget ana- 
lysts said the deal between House 
and Senate Democrats would cost 
$940 billion over the next decade 
and expand insurance coverage to 
32 million more Americans. 

After the nonpartisan Congres- 
sional Budget Office reported its 
figures, the House turned aside a 
GOP effort to thwart Democratic 
plans to move the health care pack- 
age through the chamber Sunday 
using a parliamentary procedure 
known as “deem and pass.” 

According to the CBO, the mea- 
sure would make insurance avail- 
able to an estimated 95 percent of 


non- elderly citizens by expanding 
Medicaid and offering tax credits 
to an estimated 24 million Amer- 
icans who would otherwise find it 
difficult to afford coverage. 

The cost of expanding cover- 
age would exceed $200 billion a 
year by 2019, the CBO said. But 
new revenue in the package, com- 
bined with savings from program 
cuts, would outpace the cost of cov- 
erage, reducing the federal defi- 
cit by $138 billion over the next 


10 years. The savings would con- 
tinue to accumulate in the decade 
thereafter, the CBO said, eventu- 
ally slicing about $1.2 trillion from 
the nation’s budget gap. 

Democratic leaders pronounced 
themselves positively “giddy” about 
the numbers and about the reaction 
from rank-and-file Democrats. 

But Republicans said the CBO’s 
score of the bill didn’t make it any 
more palatable. “We’re still going to 
spend a trillion dollars so we impose 


government-run health care on the 
American people,” said House Minor- 
ity Leader John Boehner, R-Ohio. 

House Speaker Nancy Pelo- 
si declined to say whether she 
has the 216 votes needed to push 
the measure to final passage. But 
House leaders pronounced them- 
selves increasingly optimistic 
that they will deliver the package 
for Obama’s signature this week- 
end.

S.C. governor agrees 
to ethics penalties as 
divorce is finalized 

Columbia, S.C. 

South Carolina Gov. Mark San- 
ford has agreed to pay $74,000 in 
fines to resolve dozens of charges 
that he violated state ethics laws 
with his campaign spending and 
travel, including a taxpayer-fund- 
ed rendezvous with his Argentine 
mistress, the State Ethics Commis- 
sion said Thursday. 

The commission brought the 
37 civil charges against the Repub- 
lican last year. Sanford, who is 
term-limited and will leave office 
in January, still could face crimi- 
nal charges. 

Sanford said in a statement he 
thinks he would have been vindi- 
cated if the commission had heard

the case, but didn’t want to con- 
tinue what he called “an endless 
media circus.” 

Scrutiny of Sanford’s travel 
started over the summer, when 
the then-married governor van- 
ished after telling some staff he was 


going hiking on the Appalachian 
Trail. He was actually in Argentina, 
and he returned to tearfully confess 
a yearlong affair with a woman he 
later called his soul mate. 

The agreement came within min- 
utes of a judge’s decision Thursday 
afternoon finalizing Sanford’s divorce 
from his wife, Jenny Sanford. 

Sanford was considered a poten- 
tial 2012 presidential candidate 
until the bombshells about the 
affair. Ensuing AP investigations 
questioned his use of state, com- 
mercial and private airplanes, and 
bruised his image further. 

After those investigations, the 
ethics panel charged him with 
improperly buying first- and busi- 
ness-class airline tickets; improp- 
erly using state-owned aircraft for 
travel to political and personal 
events; and improperly reimburs- 
ing himself with campaign cash.

Export Ban on llina Is Rejected 


Japan, poorer nations 
defeat a proposal 
to conserve the fish 

Doha, Qatar 

Fishing nations won a victory over 
environmentalists Thursday when 
a U.S.-backed proposal to ban the 
export of Atlantic bluefin tuna was 
overwhelmingly rejected at a Unit- 
ed Nations wildlife meeting. 

Japan won over scores of poor- 
er nations with a campaign that 
played on fears that a ban would 
devastate their economies. Tokyo 
also raised doubts that such a 


radical move was scientifical- 
ly sound. 

In another blow to conserva- 
tionists, a proposal at the meet- 
ing to ban the international sale of 
polar bear skins failed to pass. 

With stocks of Atlantic bluefin 
tuna down 75 percent due to the 
rapacious appetites of Japanese 
sushi lovers, the defeat of the pro- 
posal was a stunning setback for 
the Americans, Europeans and 
their conservationist allies who had 
hoped the 175-nation Convention 
on International Trade in Endan- 
gered Species, or CITES, would 
protect the fish.

it out the door,” Susan Lieber- 
man, director of internation- 
al policy with the Pew Environ- 
ment Group in Washington, said 
sarcastically.

A rocket fired by Gaza militants 
smashed into a greenhouse in an 
Israeli border village Thursday, 
killing a Thai worker in the first 
such death since Israel’s massive 
offensive against Hamas-ruled 
Gaza more than a year ago. 

The launch defied a long-stand- 
ing ban by Hamas on such attacks 
and highlighted the growing chal- 
lenge to the Islamic militant group 
from more radical rivals, firebrands 
inspired by al- Qaeda. 

The rocket also raised the spec- 
ter of Israeli retaliation and fur- 
ther conflagration at a time of 
renewed international focus on the 
Israeli-Palestinian conflict. Israel 
has drawn tough U.S. criticism in 
recent days for plans to build hun- 
dreds more homes for Jews in dis- 
puted east Jerusalem. 

Major Mideast mediators — 
among them Secretary of State 
Hillary Rodham Clinton, Europe-

Ashton and U.N. Secretary- Gen-

U.S., Russia 
Clash Over 
Iran Plant 

Moscow 

Secretary of State Hillary Rodham 
Clinton and her Russian counter- 
part clashed openly Thursday over 
the planned startup this summer of 
Iran’s first, Russian-built nuclear 
power plant, highlighting a split in 
views over how to steer Iran away 
from nuclear weapons. 

Clinton did not criticize the 
long-delayed project directly but 
said the Obama administration is 
opposed to the timing of the plant’s 
startup. Russian Prime Minister 
Vladimir Putin announced the 
summer startup plans on Thursday, 
shortly after Clinton arrived. 

The nuclear plant is an exam- 
ple of Russian-Iranian econom- 
ic ties and technical cooperation, 
on terms that have long made the 
U.S. uncomfortable. It was aback- 
ground issue in the ongoing U.S.- 
led effort to bring new U.N. eco- 
nomic penalties against Iran over 
its nuclear program. 

At a news conference with For- 
eign Minister Sergey Lavrov, Clin- 
ton told reporters that Iran, while 
entitled to the peaceful use of nucle- 
ar energy, must reassure the world 
that it is not trying to build a nucle- 
ar weapon. 

“In the absence of those reassur- 
ances, we think it would be prema- 
ture to go forward with any proj- 
ect at this time, because we want to 
send an unequivocal message to the 
Iranians,” she said.

The Long, Angry Climb 

Metro riders can’t believe it, but escalator problems appear to be getting worse 


Washington 

At the Friendship Heights Metro - 
rail station this week, commuters 
in raincoats hurried down one of 
two broken escalators to the plat- 
form to catch a rush-hour train, 
then bumped into one another as 
they boarded the crowded cars. 

Lines of dozens of impatient 
commuters waited for a slow ele- 
vator at the station at Bethesda, 
where the l80-step escalators lead- 
ing down into the station were out 
of service in recent weeks. 

At the Huntington station, 
frequent escalator breakdowns 
are infuriating some daily riders. 
“This morning was a total farce!” 
an exasperated Stephen Johnson 
wrote in an e-mail to The Wash- 
ington Post earlier this month. “I 
am tired of talk. I would like to 
see results.” 

Metro’s chronic escalator out- 
ages — including 63 to 68 as of 
this week, depending on the day, 
or about 11 percent of the total 588 
— has riders such as Johnson up in 
arms. According to data from Metro, 
the problem appears to be worsen- 
ing. For example, the current rate 
of escalator outages, though only a 
snapshot, is higher than the average 
of 7 percent cited by Metro officials 
at a public hearing last year. 

“As a longtime rider of the sys- 
tem, escalators are clearly a prob- 
lem,” said Mortimer Downey, one 
of two new federal members of the 
Metro board. “Escalators are an 
integral part of the passengers’ ride 
and experience, and they need to be 
every bit as effective as the trains. 
They are not an amenity.” 

But frustrated passengers say 
Metro officials are largely unre- 
sponsive to their plight. 

Metro officials including Gen- 
eral Manager John B. Catoe Jr. and 
board Chairman Peter Benjamin 
“do not respond to my phone calls,”

said Johnson, who has been cam- 
paigning for escalator improve- 
ments for the past two years. 

In 2006, Metro launched a six- 
year, $50 million program to over- 
haul 206 escalators, with each one 
taking two to three months to reha- 
bilitate. In an article written in 
2008, David Lacosse, director of 
Metro’s Office of Elevator and Esca- 
lator Maintenance, said the reliabil- 
ity of escalators had improved from 
2001, when an average of 11 per- 
cent were out of service, to 2007, 


when an average of 6 percent were 
not functioning. The current out- 
age report indicates that positive 
trend has not continued. 

Many of Metro’s escalators are 
exposed to weather and are partic- 
ularly long given the depth of the 
system’s underground tunnels; 
repairs often take months. 

Compounding the problem, 
Metro officials say the escalators 
are so old that the companies that 
manufactured them are no lon- 
ger in business. As a result, Metro 


must find new suppliers to make 
the parts. 

But that is no excuse for pas- 
sengers such as Johnson, a retired 
Navy ship secretary who works 
as a civilian at the Pentagon. He 
said he is particularly upset seeing 
elderly passengers struggling up 
the broken escalators at the Hun- 
tington station. 

“Maybe someone needs to have 
a heart attack to get the Metro 
folks’ attention,” he said, ann scott

STEPS NOT TAKEN 


In 2006, the Metro board commis- 
sioned a report on the feasibility of 
replacing some of the system’s es- 
calators with stairways. 

THE PLAN: The report identified 
23 escalators at 15 stations that 
would be candidates to become 
stairways based on their height and 
location. 

THE COSTS: According to the re- 
port, switching those 23 systems to 
stairs would cost $13.9 million, or 
$604,440 per unit. 

THE BENEFITS: The report esti- 
mated that converting the 23 esca- 
lators to stairways would reduce 
Metro’s operation budget by 
$1.2 million peryear and end the 
need for massive maintenance proj- 
ects that would cost of $4.5 million. 

THE RESULT: The plan was swiftly 
shotdown. (EXPRESS) 



THE POINT MAN 

The top Metro official in charge of esca- 
lators and elevators — David Lacosse 
— has since January rejected requests 
for interviews by The Washington Post. 
“He has made it clear to us that he has 
no interest in being interviewed,” Metro 
spokeswoman Lisa Farbstein said in an 
e-mail. “He does not want to and we have 


no authority to make him." In the past, 
Lacosse has called the escalator outag- 
es inevitable. “Mix hundreds of thousands 
of people and moving mechanical equip- 
ment together, and something is bound 
to go wrong,” he said in an online chat in 
2006. Fixing escalators is a time-consum- 
ing process, Lacosse said in the chat. He 
has stressed that no other transit agency in 
the U.S. has more “vertical transportation 
units” than Metro, (twp)

“We want to show people that 
we’re serious, that we belong in the 
tournament,” said junior Monica

As fines, suspensions 
add up, Capitals star 
forgotten for offense 

The Capitals 

By almost every statistical measure, 
two-time defending NHL MVP Alex 
Ovechkin has elevated his game 
even more this season. In the midst 
of the greatest season in Washing- 
ton Capitals history, the Great 8 is 
averaging a career-best 1.57 points 
per game, he’s the NHL’s leader in 
plus/minus, and with 12 regular- 
season games remaining, he sits 
just three assists shy of breaking his 
career high in that category. 

And yet, for the first time in his 
five-year career, Ovechkin’s offen- 
sive talents are being overshadowed 
by his penchant for what some crit- 
ics call “reckless” play. Monday’s 
announcement that Ovechkin must 
serve a two-game suspension and 
forfeit more than $232,000 in salary 
after receiving a game misconduct 
for shoving Chicago’s Brian Camp- 
bell from behind was just the lat- 
est of several well-documented inci- 
dents this season. 

First, it was a slew foot and 
$2,500 fine in October. Then he 
received the first suspension of his 
career in December after a knee-on- 
knee hit to Carolina’s Tim Gleason. 


And at the Vancouver Olympics, 
Ovechkin was caught shoving a 
fan’s camera to the ground amid 
reports that he was stonewalling 
North American media at the Win- 
ter Games. 

Despite his hero status, all of 
these controversies beg the ques- 
tion: Has the negative publicity 
made Ovechkin a villain? 

Even after his latest suspen- 


sion, the Capitals are supporting 
their captain. Coach Bruce Bou- 
dreau’s defense that Ovechkin sim- 
ply “pushed” Campbell and Gen- 
eral Manager George McPhee’s 
statement that “we had no prob- 
lem with the way Alex tried to fin- 
ish his check.” 

To his credit, Ovechkin has 
shown remorse that Campbell will 
likely miss the regular season with a 


broken clavicle, but it hasn’t stopped 
national pundits, opponents and 
teammates from weighing in. 

“You would like to see him 
being more careful,” linemate Mike 
Knuble said. 

The predicament has Ovechkin 
at a crossroads when he returns 
from his suspension Saturday 
against the Tampa Bay Lightning. 
Respond to the critics insisting he 
change his aggressive style, and it 
could ruin one of the game’s tran- 
scendent players. But continue to 
rile up the hockey world with news- 
worthy hits, and Ovechkin risks 
altering his reputation for good.

Read It or Weep 

Foreign films often get a bad rap — 
people think a filnn that’s not in English 
nneans you’re in for three black-and- 
white hours of watching cats play 
chess underwater. (But it’s really a 
nnetaphor! For sonnething!) Tell sonne- 
one you’re going to watch a Swedish 
film that’s partly about insurance fraud 

— even if it’s based on 
a best-selling novel 

— and you might get 
some eye rolls. 

Which is too bad, 
because “The Girl 
With the Dragon Tat- 
too" is as nail-bitingly 
thrilling as “Silence 
of the Lambs," but snowier, and with 
more Ikea-style furniture. It’s two- 
and-a-half hours that fly by in pure, 
tense pleasure. 

Once you get past the subtitles. 

I despise subtitles and prefer dub- 
bing, which makes me — according 
to many, many people — wrong. But 
subtitles compress content. Dialogue 
has to be trimmed so it can fit into the 
amount of text an average person can 
read — even with the best translator, 
you lose stuff. Moreover, no matter 
how fast a reader you are, you have 
to take your eyes off the actors, the 
framing, the entire “moving picture" 
part of the movie. Yes, dubbing some- 
times looks lame, but at least you’re, 
you know, watching the movie. 

Still, it’s worth it. “Girl" isn’t for 
everyone — there are some brutally 
violent scenes, including some sexual 
assaults — but it would be a shame 
for anyone to miss it just because they 
don’t like to read during films.

‘Repo Men’ weaves 
moral ambiguity 
into action for a good, 
if weird, outcome 

Film Review 

For all the soullessness of studio 
pictures, where else can today’s 
moviegoer find moral outrage, 
political pluck or a sense of insur- 
rection? That’s right: mid- to mas- 
sive-budgeted sci-fi/horror/fantasy. 
There’s “Avatar’s” anti-corporatism; 
“District 9’s” apartheid allegory; 
“The Crazies’” eco-militancy; and, 
now, the health-care-gone-hajrwire 
nightmare of “Repo Men.” Could a 
world actually exist in which artifi- 
cial organs bought on credit could 
be repossessed from their delin- 
quent containers by Taser-wield- 
ing corporate ninjas? That we can 
even ask the question makes for a 
thriller with plausibility and the

proper quotient of paranoia. 

Directed by Miguel Sapochnik, 
who may have watched “Blade Run- 
ner” a few too many times, “Repo 
Men” grafts moral ambiguity onto 
the action thriller, and the result 
is a weird but likably misshap- 
en beast. The plot may take more 
unpleasant turns than a small 
intestine, but isn’t that what we 
want out of our suspense films? 
Throw in Jude Law, who is great 
anytime — even as a guy who leaves 


his “clients” liverless and lifeless 
— and one can forgive the movie’s 
defects, and its indecision about 
being a tragedy or a comedy. 

Law plays Remy, the top repo 
man for the Union, a monolithic 
multinational-cum-government 
that urges transplants onto ailing 
customers and then tracks them 
down when they don’t make their 
payments. The ease with which 
Remy operates — evidenced by the 
old R&B he listens to on his ear- 
phones as he removes a bit of this or 
piece of that — indicates how good 
he is, and how insulated. 

When we meet him, trouble’s 
brewing: His wife, Carol (an oddly 
sour Carice Van Houten), wants 
him to move into sales. Compart- 
mentalizing like a madwoman, 
she thinks it’s better for him to sell 
the cursed organs than reclaim 
them. His Army buddy and fel- 
low repo dude Jake (Forest Whi- 
taker) wants things to remain the
